DELCASSE GETS A TELEGRAM.

PARIS, July 20.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.} The Chinese minister at Paris 
has transmitted the M. Delcasse, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, for commun- 
ication to President Loubet, a telegram 
from the Emperor of China, which was 
dispatched by the governor of Shang- 
tung Thursday, July 19, asking the 
mediation of France with foriegn pow- 
ers. The telegram makes no allusion 

to the foreign legations at Peking. 

M. Delcass® informed the minister 
that President Loubet's reply would 
be addressed to the Fyench legation 
at Peking, but first the government of 
France will await until it is certain 
that the French minister at Peking is 
safe and sound.
